CHAPTER I. 

General and Political. . ; 

1. The total area of the State is 16,49.946 acres as in the previous 
years and the total population according to the Census of 1911 is 3.02.922 
souls. The gross revenue of the State for the year under report amounts to 

19,20,047 •gainst 19,53,587 including deposits and arrears of Land 
Revenue. The State does not pay any tribute to the Government of India or 
to any other state. The final Census of the State was taken on the night of 
the 10th March 1911. 

2. The full name and title of the ruler of this State is Aminud-dowla, 
AVazirul-mulk, Nawab, Sir, Hafiz Mohommad Ibrahim AH Khan Saheb Bahadur, 
Sowlat Jang G. c. l. E. He belongs to the Salarzaie clan of Boner wal Pathans and 
is a great-grand-son of Amirud-dowla Nawab Mohommad Amir Khan, the founder 
and the first Nawab of Tonk. 

His Highness is about 64 years of age and has been keeping good health 
during the year under report. 

His Highness has got 9 sons and 12 daughters alive. The eldest of his 
Eons Sahibzada Mohmmad Abdul Hafiz Khan Bahadur is also in good health 

3. During the year under report His H highness visited Chhabra, Pirawa 

and Nimbahera Parganas of the State. Details of his tour are as follows : 

First visit to Chhabra 

from 30-11-1910 to 11-12-1910. 

Second visit again to Chhabra 

from 31-12-1910 to 15- 1-1911. 

During His Highness 1st and- 2nd visits a tln'ough investigation with 
regard to the arrears -of revenue up to 1316' Fasli was made in each and every 
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village of the Pargana. The total amount of arrears outstanding was Etr 2,1].2G5 
of which Bs- 3,911 was realised in 1317 Fasli 'and a rimission amounting to 
Ks. 1,70,712 was granted by the Durbar. The balance Ks. 36,G42 was ordered 
to be realised by easy instalments of which the first instalment of Ks. 16,598 
has been received during the year under report. 


Pirawa Avas also visited and the visit lasted from 2Gth January 1911 to 
ISth February 1911.

Owing to cessation of rain for a long time in the beginning of the year, 
a fodder famine was apprehended and Chhabra seemed likely to feel it most, 
His Highness "therefore himself proceeded to that Pargana to devise plans to 
meet the situation, but happily while measures ' were being adopted rams fell in 
abundance and no necessity arose for relief measures. 

4. The Political Agent, Haroti and Tonk, A’isited the Tonk Pargana 
from 15th January 1911, to 22nd January 1911. 


5. The following State Officials also proceeded on tour during the, year : 

Bai Bahadur Lala Moti Lai, ReA'enue and Financial Member visited Chhabra 
Pirawa, and Nimbahera in connection with the wiping of old arrears of revenue 
in the months of December 1910, January, February, April and June 1911.

The services of Munshi Zainul Abedin Xaib Tehsildar Punjab were 
obtained from Punjab for Personal Assistantship to the Revenue Member. 

Haji Mohammad Farooq Nazim of Aligarh Pargana was appointed 
Manager of Court of Wards on 24th November 1910, and Molvi Syed Ali Asghar 
Nazim of Pira>ya Avas sent in his place. . 

Munshi Saiduddin was deputed to Pirawa as addiiioiml Nazim on 11th 
May, 1911, for the purpose of realisation of land revenue and on return from 
PiraAva on 5th June 1911, Avas appointed Assistant to the ReA'enue Member. 
There were no changes during the year.

As the men have some knowledge of drill etc., these 
duties are performed satisfactorily. There are 773 Muzzle loading Guns and 
12 swords in possession of the Hussaini Battalion.

22. There were 68 cases for dUposal out of which 50 were disposed of, 
decisions of thelower courts were confirmed in 34, reversed m 10, modified in o, and 
compromised in 3.

23. Onlv 33 cases came up and 17 were disposed of during the year, out 
of these cases sentences passed .by the low'er courts, W’ere confirmed in 15, 
reversed in 1, and were remanded in 1. 


Registration. 


24. Appendix XlV shows that during the year under report 163 
locuinents were presented for registration as against 139 in the year givinng an 
ncrease of 24 which appears due to the fact that the public are beginning to 


appreciate the benefits and value of the Law of Registration in this Stats. 
Appendix XV shows that the Registration fee realised during the year under 
report was Ra- 428/12 against 44^ 378/2 of the last year. One half of this 
amount viz lls. 214/6 was givin to the Registration clerk as proposed last 

vear and the balance was credited into the State treasury without any 

•/ 

expenditure on the part of the State on this account under the new system. 
It is believed that the Department ivill show better results when the Law of 
Stamp which -was submitted by Judicial Member is formally sanctioned by the 


Durbar and the existing rules of Registration are amended. 
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State Pri.-oiiS. 


25. The number of the Jaiis in the State, remained as in^ last year, 
^lz with the . exception of Aligarh, there is a Jail . at . the Headquarters of 
each of the Parganas of the State. Convicts sentenced np to 6 months 
imprisonment are confined in Pargna Jails the rest .are transferred to the 
central jail at Tonk. Sahibzada Abdul -Hamid Kh.'in, 1st Assistant to the Home 
Member, remained Superintendent of State Jails and supervised the workin^r of 
the jails under the Home Member. The management of the Jails during the 
Tear was in every way satisfactory. Appreciable improvement was maintained in 
the conduct, and henltli of the prisoners besides an increase of Hs. 200/. in the 
net earnings of the jail industries. The question of providing industrious 
works on a large scale for the prisoners in pargana jails is under consideration 
of the Home Member. The Hurries and felt rugs turned out by the convicts 
at the central jail maintained the reputation they have already gained. 
Appendix- XIII gives sufficient idea of the working of the jails in the State. 

There were only 2 ordinary deaths among the prirjoners durittg the ye;ir under 
rejtort. 


Municipal Affairs. 


26. There is a Municipal Committee at the Headquarters of each 
Pargana and the sanitation is receiving proper attention from those bodies. ' A 
detail of annual receipts and expenditure of each Municipality is given in 
Appendix XVI of the Report. 


Epidemic Diseases. 


The plague referred to in last year’s report, although diminished very much 
at tlie end of the year it did not totally disapear from Tonk City till the end 

of April 1911. The number of deaths from it during the year amounted ' to 
1230. ■ ■ ' . 


It also broke out at Aligarh and Nimbahera about the same time, but 

b.viug to immediate evacuation of the houses by the people there the deaths 
were not many. 

Inaiulation ,„d rat destruction were also tried with g«>d results at 
Headquarters of the State.

The disease at Aligarh was imported from Totik and that at Nimhahera 
from Jaora and Keemuch. 

The Municipal Staff at Tonk deserve much praise for the good work 
done by them in general and at the time of plague in special. 

With the above exception the season W’as genenilly a healthy one. 

Very satisfactory improvement is being made in the sanitation of the 
Pargana dispensaries owing to large sfims of money (the income derived from 
liquor contracts) having been placed by Durbar at the disposal of Pargana 
Committees. 

A great improvement has also been made in the public garden very 
kindly granted by the Durbar last year, a brief account of which was given 
in the last year’s report.

The following is a detail of the general condition in each of the above 
six Parganas separately. ' ^ 

Tonk. 

Rainfall was deficient. It was however timely and fairly well distributed 
throughout the Pargana and therefore no great damage on the whole was done 
to the Kharif Crop. The irregular movements and conditions of the monsoon. 
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chiefly in the months of .Inly nnd August canse.i much miNicty espciially for 
fodder the shortage of ^^hil•h was very marked' in some of the Rajputana 
Pnrganas. The question cT tnvii g the plough cattle ^as a matter of grave 
ouncern for a time but happily the rainfall in the later part of September aid 
much that was so sorely needed qnd altered the. situation by 4he animating the 
growth of grass in jungles and supplying moisture for the Rabi sowings. 

Tonk was badly affected with plague in the beginning of the year under 
report a detailed account of which will be found in Chapter \ I. 


Aliirarh. 


The trcneral condition of this Pargana was similar to that of Tonk. 


Kimbahera. 

The cessation of rainfall seriously affected the Khrif crop, Fodder was 
also deficient when compared with the produce in previous ycirs. Plague also 
burst out in some of the villages of the Pargana,

. Althou"-h the rainfall was below the average, yet it being timely no 
jireat damage was done. The general condition was on the whole good and no 
epidemic disease appeared,

The rainfall and the general condition was on an average. Ko disease 
was reported among men or cattle. 

Forests, (a) Area: — 

28. The proposal submitted last year to afforest 00 square inilcs of 
excellent teak and Kh.air forests in Sironj Pargana received final sanction 
of His Highness during the later part of the year, and besides some patches in 
other Parganas too were added in the foi'est area iVhich iVas conscqently swelled 
to 1,76,529 bighas equvalient to l,10,oo0 acres or nearly 172.4 square 
miles against 80.6 square miles' in the last year, 48, square miles gi ven in

the spell ceased before it was too' late;- Appendices XXIX und XXIX (a) show that 
there was no practically increase in the' establishment- except that the stipendiary 
student deputed last year returned successful from Xainital School and was put m 
charge of forest Reserves in Sironj Pargana. To secure equality in the scale 
of pay and proportion in the strength of the protective staff in different 
Pnrganas 4 guards were reduced. Ihe surveyor’s post also remained vacant 
as no suitable hand could be obtained. 


29. Total number of .offences reported during the year was 341 against 
179 in the last year. The greater number of offences was of illicit felling of 
timber in Chhabra Pargana and still greater was that of illicit grazing which 
presumably occurred during the spell of drought. Punishments awarded 
departmentally to the subordinates were less than previous year and only two 
guards were prosecuted in the court for receiving illegal ■ gratifioition. Due 
to insufficiency of the protective staff systematic fire conservancy scheme could 
not be launched into practice. Appendix XXV JI shows the failure to be on the 
average 8 P. C. of the area attempted but. the Superintendent, however doubts 
the accuracy of the figures given for Sironj Pargana: The man-eating panther, 
reported last year in Sironj Pargana has been destroyed. Immediate necessity 
has been more keenly felt of : — 

1. A liberal increase in the Budget grants of Forest expenditure to acceler- 
ate the important works which have been held in abejance during the year e.g. 
compilation of working schemes for forest areas, demarcation, fire conservancy, 
'afforestation of naked hills in Tonk reserves -and propagation of lac etc. 

II. Increasing the .strength and pay. of the protective .staff and enlisting 
trained hands in supervising staff. , , 

The new methods of collection of. forest revenue, . tentatively ifitroduced 
'last vear were successful and resulted in an appreciable increase in receipts. 
Total ■ receipts during the year being B*- 25004/ 11 /.t against 19097/2/1 in 
the last year, while the total expenditure being 15,577/6/7 against 

14,434/-/4 in the last year., The Council review with satisfaction the work, of 
the Department since 1916 I'asli when the present systematic management was 
introduced and note that notwithstanding the fact that various sources , of 
revenue which naturally tend to. the ruin of the forest e. g.. grazing of, browsers 
and indiscriminate felling of green timber etc- have been abolished, there has

30. During the year under report the supervision o£ the Court remained 
with the Home Member ^vho secured the services o£ Bay Mohommad Farooq as 
Manager o£ the Court The principle of farming out the villages o£ the wards 
cstatel, initiated Inst yea^ was fully and. profitably acted ui,on, and r^psequenn 
,pn. reduction in the work the . services of two clerks were dispensed with m the 
establishment. Payment o£ debt was made chiefly by conciliation of the parties. , 
Total debts paid oE during the year amounted , to lls. 40,386/2/il against 
Ks. 13,560/10; or nearly thrice much more than in the last year, and total 
remission secured by conciliaton amounted to Ks. 13,443/11/6 against Rs. 2,313/ 
in the last year which worked out to nearly 5 annas in the rupee this year 
against nearly 3 anna, in the rupee last year.For these beneficial resulis 25 more 
estates were placed under the management having a debt o£ Rs. 3,44,149/;»/ 
and 2 estates with the debt o£ Rs. 12,000/- were released leaving under the 
• mahagement at the close of the jear 37 estate's with the debt o£ Rs..4, 59, 661/14/10. 

The court remained self supporting, fees realised to defray the expenses 
of its admnistrdtion at the rates of Rs. 5 land Rs. 3 per cent on land revenue 
"and cash allowances of the wards respectively, amounted to Rs. 2,331/3/9 while 
the expenses increased during the year, including the pay of the establishment 
amounted to Rs. 1,981/ only leaving a surplus of Rs. 350/3/9. The comparison 

of expenditure to the revenue of the estates administered worked out very 
slight i.e. nearly 6 pies per rupee against 8 pies per rupee in the last year. 
The work of the court is carried on very intelligently and on proper lines. The

.-igainat Rs, 11,53,227/- during the previous year which includes Coronation Durbar 
expenditure and other unusual expenoitures of Settlement woilc, -sitbsoription^ 
censu.s and His Highness’ prolonged tours. 

Both the Finance and the Revenue Departments of the State were under 
the supervision of Rai Bahadur Lak Moti Lai who deaerves credit for efficient 
working of both Departments. i • 


CHAPTER VI. 

Dispensaries and Hospitals, 

35. There are seven Hospitals in the Tonic State-2 in Tonk proper ( one 
for males and the other for females ) and one at trie headquarters of each of the 
five Parganas. 

Doctor W.S. Desai, As.sistant Surgeon, was in charge of the General 
Hospital at Tonk up to 7th May 1911 and Doctor Miss K. Reed, n.n.c.p. etc. 
Avas in charge of Walter Female Hospital throughout the year. 

733 operations were performed in General Hospital during the year of 
which 44 Avere major operations .arid G79 minor against 70 Major and 729 minor 
of the last year. The diminution in the number of operations peformed aa 
compared with the last year was .due to Dr. Desaik absence from Tonk. 

Doctor Desai aa’ss sent to England on 8th May 1911 to p,ag8 L. R. c.r.. 

Examination. He is expected back in May next. During his absence the charge 

,} 

of the Gener.al Hospital was entrusted to Dr. Miss K. Reed, Lady Superintendent 
Walter Female Hospital Tonk who discharged her duties A’ery satisfactory. 

The .services of Munshi Sarfraz Hussain Khan, Sub Assistant Surgeon, 
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'vrere obtained on loan from the Government at the commencement of the year 
tmder report in place of Lala Mool Chand transferred. 

Muiishi Sarfraz Hussain is giving satisfaction. 

Botli the Hospitals at the headquarters were inspected by the Political 
Agent Major Peacock and Miss Peacock who expressed their satisfaction with 
their w'orking. 

The stock of surgical instruments and medicine was quite sufficient to 
meet the requirements. 

The Walter Female Hospital at Tonk has also been doing very good work 
under Miss K. Reed. 

4 Daees were trained during the year. 

310 operations were performed at this Hospital of which there were 73 
Major and 237 Minor against G7 Major and 302 Minor operations of the previous 
vear. Miss Soshila Sircar was appointed Assistant to Lady Superintendent at the 
commecement of the year but she resigned having got married and .Aliss J. C. 
Luke worked in her pLice* 

There was no change in medical institutions at the outlying Parganas 
of the State. 

There are arrangements for vaccination in all the Parganns of the State. 
The total number of children vaccinated during the year under report was 
! 4,761 of which 4,472 were successful. 

Appendix XXIV will show the total number of births and deaths in 
the Took State during the year under report.

The results of this year have not been w'hat they should' have been 
and specially those for the Matriculation Examination were not satisfactory. 
This was due not to any want of attention or neglect of duty on the part of 
the teaching staff but to the fact that the ScJiool had to be closed for over 4 
months owing to the severe recrudescence of plague iii the town. 

It is gratifying to note that Syed Badrul Hassan .Srd IMaster passed the 
B.A. Exa nination of the Allahabad University during the year under repoit. 

The health of the students was satisfactory throughout the year. 

In addition to the State High School, there are two Arabic Schools, 
three Branch Schools and a number of private aided institutions for prirnarv 
education. Besides these there are five girl schools which receive pecuniary 
assistance from the State. 

Each of the o outlying parganas has a School in which primary education 
in English, Persian and Hindi is given on behalf of the State. 

The total expenditure on the Education Department was 1],.562/14/- 
in Government coin during the year under report. The total number of 
students was 1072. This shows that there has been a considerable increase in 
expenditure on educational purposes through the munificence of His Highness who • 
tak«is keen interest in the education of his subjects as well as in the number of 
students when compared with last year. 

All these marked improvements are no doubt due to the untiring energies 
of the Judicial member. In a word his patient working in the cause of 
education peculiar fitness for practical work and sound brain necessarily commands 
attention and deserves every credit. 3

1. Arrangements to start Settlement operations in the State were made 
in tlic latter part of January 1911 and the two pnrganas of Tonk and Aligarh 
were then taken under Settlement while the remaining 4 parganas remained 
under the Nazims ns usual till the close of the year under report. 

2. No jirevious preparations had been made for Settlement and the first 
(lue.'-tion to dcciiic was whether the maps were in a siillieienlly good condition 
tu form a basis for work or whether a fresh Snrv(>y would lie needed. 'J'he 
Settlement Ofliccr examined romc villages and had to check lines drawn 
thronuh others and the conclusion he came to was that the maps needed only 
careful correction in the great majority of villages. The next question to 
coinsidcr was whether operations should be confined only to the K balsa villages, 
llis Highnc.ss dc.sirod to have all the Jngir villages surveyed, and records drawn 
np for them so that when, ns often happens in Tonk, Jngirs fall in, the Durbar 
mav be in a position to have such villages duly assessed to revenue on a proper 
basis. There cf.n be no doubt as to the wisdom of this decision. These .villages 
were therefore all brought under Survey. 

. 7 . The work of collecting the staff was immcdiiitcly taken in hand. 
There were 20 Patwaries iti Tonk with 7 Assistants and 10 Patwaries in 
Aligarh, but of these more than half were unacquainted with Survey. Census 
too was going on in' the State all through February .and the first half of March 
and the Patwaries could not in consequence be spared for Settlement duties. 

Further more there were no Survey in.struments in Stock and these had 
all to be indented for without delay. It was not till the end of March that a 
iciTtilar start could he made in Survey and map correction. As the lime till 
the break of the niin.s was limited the small qualified patwari staff had to be 
.‘supplemented by trained .Surveyors from outside to whom was entrusted for 
the most part the Survey of the Jagir villages. It would have been otherwise 
impossible to finish tlie work nndertakon. It was not uniil Jfay that an 
A.ssistant Settlement Ofiicer was obtained who was tlien put in immediate 
rliai'cre of tiic work.

5. The map correction work of the 1C4 villages and the survey work 
of the 163 villages was entirely finished by the end of July and regular tflice 
work started then. The village maps of the regularly surveyed villages were 
sent to office directly they had been finished in survey and their khasres were 
written on the spot. After the maps were inked in, the work of area calculatich 
■was done by local candidates who had been trained for this purpose. 

6. In most cases the Khasms were written up by the Patwaries vho 
knew the work and in some cases by the Survey Amins. After the completion 
of the field work the staff of survey Amins was considerably reduced in July 
and about 20 Amins only were retained for office work. The patwaries and 
Girdawars were trained in office work and with their help the lili.snl Taiiii) 
work started, but before the Patwaries could finish this work, they iiad to l.c 
sent out to the Nizamats to prepare the statements required for the realization.v 
of the ensuing year. Thus the progress of the office work ns checked and lO 
finish it several local candidates were trained and appointed temporarily. 

7. To meet the requirements of the next years programme of woik 
the details of which have been already communicated to the Iffirbar in a separate 
report it. was decided to open Survey Schools in all the four out-lying pargnnns, 
wiicre the patwaries, girdawars and several local candidates were admitted and 



civen tlie necessary tmiiiing. A Survey training class wcs also opened at Toiik 
for the training of seme of the Sahibzadas and the Isazims and Tahsilcars an hem 
the Durbar wished to be trained, and another class was opened for the training 
of local candidates and the Patwaiies of the Tonk and Aligarh Parghnas. Of 
the Sahibzadas 5 attended to the work giving pixmise of success and they are 
now tinder practicaP training. Of the Nazims and Tahsildars, only one Nazim 
of Tonk and one Tahsildnr of Saddar Tonk obtained some training before the 
class was closed. 

Of the candidates and Patwaries trained at Tonk 16 candidates including 
■5 officials, qualified, hut the patwaries who were sent for training could not 
complete the whole course by the time they were sent to the Nizamat for the 
preparation of statements of realizations &c. 

Of the candidates and Patwaries in the 4 outlying parganas practically 
ail PatAvaries received full training in class and have been set to do map 
correction Avork in this season in their own circles. The candidates who 
obtained survey training in the 4 outlying parganas number 2S as against some 
80 admitted to the clas6e.s, 

8. The survey classes Avere opened on the 1st August and were closed,, 
at Tonk on the Ist of October and in the 4 ovAtlying parganas on the 
loth October. 

The ATork of map correction in the villages surveyed and settled at hast 
Settlement and that of regular Survey of Jngir villages has been started in the 
4 outlying parganas from the loth October. The candidates W’ho were 
successful in the training classes have been given preference for Amins work 
but for difficult villages and tracts some experienced Amins have been appointed. 
The Girdawars have been appointed Survey Jlunsarims and for difficult and 
Jungly' portions a fcAV outside trained Munsarims have been nominated. 


9. Attestation Avork in Tonk Pargana was startei from the 1st October. For 
this class of work PatAvaries are particularly' suitable but it is intricate end delicate 
AA'ork requiring intelligence and experience. ThcGirdaAvars, Patwaries and premising 
local candidates AA’ere put with seme experienced Munsarims and trained for 
sometime till they fit for independent AVork. The progress Avas thus slow and

At 
first each State contributed equally to his pay and the pay of his efitablishmeu but 
later in view of the difference in the work undertaken for both States it was 
decided that from the 1st of August Tonk should contribute rds and Sirohi I rd 
of the pay of the Settlement Officer. and the joint eEtablishmcnt.
